MEMORANDUM FOR THE RECORD 

SUBJECT: Meeting with AECASSOWAHI 2 on 1 and 2 May 1957 



1. Telephone contact was made with AECASSOWART 2 in New York 
at approximately 1330 hours and arrangements were made for him to 
meet with the undersigned and C. J in the Hotel Governor 

Clinton lobby at 1700 hours. Subject arrived at the Governor Clinton 
on time and business was conducted during dinner in the Hotel dining 



2. A detailed accounting for the first #500.00 expenditure under 
Project AECUPBOARD was submitted to the undersigned. Five of the 
parcels mailed have been acknowledged. Receipt is still being awaited 
for 2 more packages. The undersigned gave subject an additional 
$500.00 for mailing of additional packages. A receipt for the money 
was signed by subject. 

3. Subject stated that he now plans to mail a package to the 
mother of a woman who has been in prison since 1939* She presently 
is imprisoned in Siberia. Her son (about 16 years of age who was 
bom while she was in a prison in Lwiw) lives with her mother. Her 
father, who is deceased, was a professor at the University of Lwiw. 

4. Subject was told by an acquaintance of his that an Agency 
wanted to charge him $65.00 for mailing a package to his family in 
the Ukraine. Thinking this was too high a price, he took his 
package to another agency in New York where he was told that the 
cost would be $75.00. A third agency finally accepted it for 
#45.00. (This information coincides with the information given by 

(\ ^that the cost of package mailing has been increased by 

xOO percent.) 

Subject stated that in the NEW YORK WORLD TELEGRAM AND SUN 
(27 or 28 April issue which the undersigned is t lying to obtain) 
$235,000 was reported for income tax purposes by PARCELS TO RUSSIA, 
INC., 1530 Bedford Avenue, Brooklyn 16, New York, telephone INgersol 
7-6464 or 7-7272* 
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5, Subject stated his disappointment in the U«S. Government’s 
treatment of the Ukrainian situation and the lack of acknowledgement 
given to the fact that the Ukrainians have and are participating in 
the fight against communism. He stated that in a Primer of Communism 
(200 questions and answers), published for U.S. Armed Forces personnel, 
there is no mention of the Ukraine or any of the other republics. 

There is mentioned the fact that the USSR is made up of 16 republics 
but the republics are not named. Another publication on Red Partisans 
in World War II does not mention the Ukrainian partisans. An article 
in the U.S. NEfrfe AMD WORLD REPOST of several weeks ago mentioned the 
fact that there are 2 Ukrainians participating in a special forces 
program. Subject inquired whether we were aware of the identity of 
the men and he was told that we were not. 



6. W./ DUSHNYK, who is back in South America with the NCWC, has 
written to subject. 

7. £ 3 asked subject whether he could write a letter 

of introduction for aim to take along to Australia, Subject promised 
to have a letter to Mr. Boluch prepared that evening and arrangements 
were made for the undersigned to meet with him the following day to 
receive the letter. 

8. The meeting was terminated at 1900 hours and subject promised 
to meet the undersigned by the Coliseum, Columbus Circle, at 1200 
hours the following day. 

9. Subject appeared at the appointed hour the following day 
and he walked with the undersigned to Schrafts Restaurant on 97th 
Street where the meeting was conducted. 

10. Subject gave the undersigned a letter he had typewritten 

to Mr. Boluch and asked the undersigned to read it to see if it 
would serve ~1 purpose. The undersigned read it and 

told subject it was satisfactory and thanked him for the letter. Mr. 
Boluch 's street address was also given the undersigned and subject 
stated he would write a letter via the mails informing Mr. B<3ich that 

C. _J was expecting to call on him. (Copy of letter to Mr* 

Boluch is attached. ) 

11. Subject told the undersigned that he was informed by£ 3 

iC- 3 of a drastic cut in the funds for the AECASS0WARY organization 

\and that eventually the subsidy would be cut off completely. Subject 
was very unhappy about this and asked the undersigned whether she 
and CL _> could defend the need of the Agency to work along 

with the group and help them along financially, as it is impossible 
for them to financiallv support themselves. The undersigned stated 
that she and (~ J r would discuss the matter with C. 3J 
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12. Letters from subject's father continue to arrive* He 
corresponds via subject's daughter who uses an alias and a Brooklyn 
address* Subject's father inquired about whether or not he was 
employed, as he has heard so much about the widespread unemployment 
situation in the United States. Subject's father stated in his 
letter that, "We do not have an unemployment problem here." 

Subject recently received a letter 
from his father via relatives in Edmonton, Canada, about whose 
whereabouts he was not previously aware* 

13. Subject again brought up the need for taking advantage of 
legal travel into the USSR, and the need for sending in someone who 
would be in a position to gather needed intelligence* He again 
mentioned Andrew Diakun as a good man for this type of assignment 
because of his fluency in the Ukrainian language, a good knowledge 

of the Russian language and his understanding of the emigre political 
situation. The undersigned told subject that this matter does not 
fall into her category of work and asked him whether he had mentioned 
the matter to C_ _3* He stated that he had. The undersigned 

told him she would again mention the matter to(f^ as she 

had done in the past. T
